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~ AGRICULTUBAL. 





We are c glad to observe a growing disposition 
to engage in agricultural pursuits in this colony. 
It has always been a source of surprise and re- 
gret to witness a marked disinclination to settle 
down to farming, while there was such an abun- 
dance of good land, a.ready and most remuner- 
ative market and plenty of bone and sinew unem- 
ployed.. Gradually, however, the prejudices and 
cavils which we used to hear raised against the 
soil, the climate and the country generally are 
becoming fewer, and every fresh evidence of the 
wonderful productiveness of the soil adds to the 
number of our farming population.. Four years 
ago we recommended those in want of employ- 
ment to turn their attention to farming, referring 
them to the high prices of-all kinds of farm pro- 

. duce in proof of the probable remuneration. We 
were met with the reply that the soil, was not 
adapted for agriculture, that it would cost too 
much to clear the land, and that although prices 
were high at the time they would in all probabil- 
ity be low enough before a crop could be har- 
vested. Time has glided on, and although pri- 
ces have been subject to more or less fluctuation 
yet they have averaged fully as high during the 
four years as they, werg at the commencement.of 
that period, and to-day we find a ready market 
for all kinds of produce, with a supply falling 
very far short of the demand. And what have 
these men, who turned a deaf.ear'to cur recom- 
‘mendation four years ago, been doing meanwhile ? 
Have they done better or worse? We regret to 
have to say that very many of them have been 
frittering away valuable time, and are to-day just 
_ about where they were then, with this difference 
against them, that they have been tweedling 
their thumbs in feckless indecision while others, 
_ have secured the most-desirable spots, and have 
made for themselves comfortable homes.. Land 
which they could have had at a dollar an acre is 
now held at ten, while suburban lots with all 
their stumps are leasing at fifteen to twenty dol- 
lars an acre per annuum for agricultgral purposes ! 


people in a new country like this to give way to 
such a restless spirit, wasting their time and 
substance in foltwing; as it were, an ignus fatuus, 
instead of settling down to some stated occupa- 
tion and pursuing it with that persevering avid- 
ity which seldom fails of success. “ A rolling 
stone gathers no moss” is a truism which many 
in this land of excitements and changes would do 

‘well to remember. Wecould point to numbers 
of instances in which the profitableness of farm- 
ing has been amply demonstrated, both in the 
upper country and on the Lower Fraser. But 
why should we multiply instances ?, Anyone who 
will take the trouble to calculate: the product - of 
a farm at the ruling prices this year will readily 
see that it is no exaggeration to say that a for- 
tune can be made at it in a very short time. We 
are well aware that gold mining, with its con- 
stant round of excitement, has superior charms 
for most men ; but look at the result financially, 
physically and morally. _In nine cases unt of ten 
the miner fails in realizing even a competency, 
while his constitution is wrecked and his mind 
dissipated and impaired. On the other hand, the 
farmer is surely if slowly, but not necessarily 
slowly, accumulating a fortune, and establishing 
a comfortable home for himself and family ; and 
in doing this he is not exposed to those privations, 
dangers,,anxieties and ruinous excitements and 
reverses incident to the life of the gold miner, 
He can and ought to be happy, comfortable and 
contented all the while—enjoying the present 
while successfully engaged in laying up a goodly 
store against the future. Depend upon it those 
who are content to apply themselves to farming 
will come out best in the end.

To the Editor of the British Columbian. 
Srmr,—Although the pablie cannot charge you 
| with dereliction of duty in respect to urging up- 
|on the Government the claims of common school 
education in this city, and, for that matter, in 
this colony, I must express surprise at the pro- 
crastinating policy pursued, so far as providing 
prooer school accommodation in New Westmin- 
ster is concerned. So urgent was the case that 
one would have supposed the Executive only 
awaited legislative sanction to the miserable lit- 
tle item of £250, in the Estimates, jn order to 
proceed at once with its expenditure. Several 
| months have elapsed, however, since the item 
| was voted, and yet ground has not been broken. 
Bhe ‘wretched cabin,” as you have properly 
| designated it, now in use has been long crowded 
to excess, and I can count at least a dozen of 
children who have either been kept away or 
taken away on account of the defective accom- 
modation ; and now that the summer weather is 
at hand, when it will be sacrificing the comfort 
and endangering the health of those still in at- 
tendance, a further thinning out must take place. 
It really appears inexplicable that so much ap- 
athy should be manifested respecting o matter 
of snch vital importance. I know of people who 
have been deterred from settling here on account 
of the absence of suitable school accommodation ; 
and I know of people now residing here who, 
from the same cause, have been reluctantly ob- 
liged to send their children clsewhere.: Is this 
the way to indace the most desirable class of 
immigration to settle amongst us, or is this proper 
treatment of those who, with their families, have 
settled here? It is nearly a year since at a very 
large public meeting a provisional committee was 
appointed to co-operate with the Government in 
managing common school matters in this city, 
until such time as a school system might be en- 
acted for the colony ; it is several months since 
a sum of money was placed at the disposal of the 
Executive for the purpose of providing some sort 
of a decent school-house, and yet, as I have 
said, nothing has been done. His: Excellency 
may possibly deem this a light subject ; but-he 
should not forget that to those of us who have 
young families growing up in ignorance it is one 
that presses heavily upon us—one in which we 
feel kcenly. Continue, I beseech you, Mr. Edi- 
tor, to lift mp yonr italics until this unaccountable 
Jethargy gives way to prompt and practical ac- 
tion. : Aw Inpienant Parent.

Ignorance in England. 

Mr. J. E. White, Assistant Commissioner to 
the Children’s Employment Commission, says in 
his report on the Birmingham district—‘ As 
many as 32 persons, averaging over twelve years 
each, and including a young man of 20, and 3 
girls or women, one of 18 and two of 17, could 
not tell the Queen’s name. Q. ‘Is it Victoria?’ 
A. ‘Oh no, I don’t know when I hears it so.’ 
‘Can’t onderstand them things.’ Some did not 
know of her existence ; others showed a dark 
and lately got-glimmering, by such answers as 
that she ‘is the Prince Alexandra, ‘is the Prince 
of Wales,’ ‘him and her got married,’ ‘she be- 
longs to all the world,’ and so on. 
question about her, when put, was scarcely ever 
answered. These 32 persons were in a variety of 
work places and occupations ; 28 of them in 
Birmingham, one at West Bromwick, and three 
girls, the eldest of them 16 near Stourbridge ;
